Unver the provisions of section 544 of the Criminal Procedure Code (Act X,of 1882), 
the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal has, with the sanction of His Excellency the Governor- 
General of India in Council, been pleased to prescribe the following revised rules for regula- 
ting the payment on the part of Government of the expenses of complainants and witnesses 
in cases coming before the criminal courts. 

2. The criminal courts are authorized to pay, at the rates specified below, the expenses 
(a) of complainants or witnesses, whether for the prosecution or for the defence (1) in cases in 
which the prosecution is instituted, or carried on by, or under the orders, or with the sanction, 
of the Government, or any Judge, paginas, or other public officer, or in which it shall 
appear to the presiding officer to be directly in furtherance of the interests of the public

4. Asa general rule, the allowances to be paid to complainants and witnesses shall be

(c) For Europeans and Natives of superior rank, a diet allowance according to circum- 
stances up to a limit of Rs. 3 per diem.

“The Mail Ships Act; 1891” (hereinafter referred to as “the Act”), shall be transmitted by 
a Secretary of State to the Government of every Possession to which the Act is barr for 
the purpose of a Convention, and shall be published by such Government in the Clazette of 
the Possession, and also in such local official Gazettes published in the Possession as the 
Government of the Possession may prescribe. 

2. A copy of every notice and list pabied by the Board of Trade under the Act 
or under any rules of Oourt made under the Act, shall be transmitted by a Secretary of State 
to the Government of every Possession to which the Act is applied for the purpose of a 
particular convention. .

- Possession, and a copy of such Gazette Notification shall be kept publicly exhibited in the 
court-room’ of every Colonial Court of Admiralty in tho Possession, and a copy of the said 
Gazette as any such Notification shall be receivable in evidence by every arresting 
authority in the Possession. 

4, If, notwithstanding its exemption, an exempted mail ship is arrested in the Possos- 
sion, the Government of the Possession, on being informed by the owner of such arrest and 
of the oeting authority, and on boing satisfied that the ship is an exempted mail ship, shall 
forthwith send a special Notico to the arresting authority, informing him that the shrp is an 
exempted mail ship, and as such entitled to release, 


Actions against exempted Ships. 


3. An action may be commenced against the owners of an exempted mail ship in the 
like cases, in the same manner and subject to the same rules as an Admiralty action in rem, 
and in any Colonial Court of Admiralty in the possession in which such an action might have 
been brought if the the ship were not an exempted mail ship.

6. Any'order of a Court in a British Possession directing any security to be applied

By section 5 (2) of the Native Passenger Ships Act, 1887, a passenger on a ship to 
which Taat Act Abt is defined fo bo “s native of Asia or Africa of the age of ponchos 
hang or upwards, who is not on the articles of the ship as one of the crew,” but the term 
not include either a passenges in attendunce on a person other than a native of Asia or 
Africa, or a child under one year of age, and in the computation of passengers for any of the 
purposes of the ‘Act, two persons of the age of one year or upwards and under the age of 12 
are reckoned as one passenger. The Act does not apply to any steam-ship not carrying as 
ssengers more than 60 natives of Asia or Africa (or any less nnmber down to 80 which 
may be fixed by the Local Government, with the previous sanction of the Governor-General 
in Council, as the minimum). In accordance with the terms of the Convention every indivi- 
dual, of whatever age, will be reckoned as a pilgrim in the proposed Bill, the provisions of 
which will be made applicable to all vessels carrying pilgrims, ‘subject to the proviso that no 
vessel is to be reckoned as a pilgrim ship which, besides its ws nie passengers, among 
whom may be included pilgrims of the superior classes, embarks pilgrims of the lowest 
class in a smaller proportion than one pilgrim to 100 gross tonnage. 

The object of the Conference, in extending thescupe of the regulations to vessels to which 
they do not now apply, was to prevent pilgrims from being carried in ill-found craft, the 
sanitary arrangements on which might be insufficient or incomplete. 

(ii) Notice of sailing. 

By section 7 (ii) of the Native Passenger Ships Act, 1887, the master, owner, or agent 
of a ship is required to give not less than 24 hours’ notice of his intention to sail. The 
Conference determined that in the case of a pilgrim ship the interval shovld be extended to 
three days, and the Bill will contain a provision modified accordingly. 

: (iit) The upper deck. 

The Convention provides that the deck mus', during the voyaze, remain clear of all 
encumbering articles and be reseryed day and night for the persons embarked, and placed 
gratuitously at their disposal. 

A provision to this effect will be embodied in the Bill. 

(iv) Hospital accommodation. j 

The Conference determined that there should be hospital accommodation for 5 per cent. 
of the pilgrims at 3 square metres (32 square feet) per head, This is considerably in excess 
of the present allowance, The necessary provision will be included in the Bill. ' 






(v) Medical inspection previous to embarkation. 

The Oonference attached considerable importance to this matier. In addressing the 
Local Maritime Governments on the subject in October last, the Government of Ludia 
expressed their opjnion that the practice of allowing pilgrims to go on board before inspec- 
tion is open to serious objectiun, as it opens the way to the introduction on boerd a pilgrim 
vessel of infectious or contagious diseases by persons suffering from them, ‘Lhe Local Govern- 
ments agree in this view, though there are some practical difficulties which will have to be 
met. Provision will accordingly be made in the Bill in order to give effect to the decisions of 
the Conference that the medical examination should take place on land immediately before 
embarkation, and that articles contaminated by persons who havg suffered from cholera or 
choleraic diarrhea should not be taken on board until disintectat™ nor persons suffering from 
those diseases permitted to embark. 


(vi) Sanitary taxes at Camaran and Jeddah, 


It is provided in the Convention that the Master of a pilgrim vessel must pay the whole 
amount of the sanitary taxes at the ports visited, and it is suggested that the amount of them 
might be included in the price of the ticket. The Bill will contain a provision requiring the 
_ Master to pay these fees. 

‘This decision was adopted by the Conference because of complaints made by the Tarkish 
authorities that Indian pilgrims often fail to pay any fees at all, and the members of the 
Conference felt that, unless help is given to the looal authorities in realizing the proper fees, 
it will be less easy to press for the carrying out of looal sanitary reforms the cost of which 
is, or should be, partly defrayable from the fees collected from pilgrims, : 

‘It is necessary here to explain that the immediate adoption of this provision presents 

jes, owing to the fact that the Turkish Government did not agree to the conditions 

on which the retention of Qamaran as a quarantine station was assented” to the British 
delegates at the Conference. Those conditions were that vessels should be subjected to 
SYEX ‘ differential treatment according as they were declared, after 
medical inspection, to be” indemnes, suspects, or infectés. If

As the Turkish delegates at the Paris Conference announced that they would agree to 

- the abolition of the requirement that every ship from India should be detained for ten days’ 
if the periods of detention proposed, as mentioned above, were raised to three da rs for 
indemnes, five days’ for suspects, and ten days for infeotés, the Government of India have 
requested Fler Majesty’s Government to address the Porte with the suggestion that the rules 
which’ the Turkish delegates were prepared to accept may be adopted for the future: If this 
is effected, there will be a very cousiderable reduction in the amount of the sanitary taxes to 
be paid for with the price of thie steamer ticket. fe : “ ve 

The Government of India, recognizing that a rigid rule requiring the’ prepayment of 

sanitary dues’by every pilgrim may operate with hardship in the case of poor ilgrims, who, 
it appears from the reports of the Turkish authorities, are at present excused the sanitaty 
fees when they are unable to pay thom, have decided to suggest for the consideration of the 
Porte-that roady needy pilgrims might be excused from payment of the sanitary taxes in 
addition to the steamer fare if they are granted passes signed by a‘ District Officer or 
Political Officer on the advice of respectable Muhammadan residents of the neighbourhood ia 
which they live, and countersigned by a Turki-h Consul in India certifying that their 
pecuniary ‘position justifies their exemption. It appears to the Governor-General in Council 
that such a measure would afford effectual relief in the case of poor Muhammadans resident 
in “orm aud His Excellency in Council trusts that it may be found possible to carry it 
into effect. * 





(vii) .A second medical officer on board. 


The Convention requires every vessel embarking 100 pilgrims or more to have on board 
a duly qualified medical officer, and a second such re when the number of pilgrims 
exceeds 1,000, The first provision is in accordance with the present law; but though under 
the provision for the increase of space for each pilgrim (see paragraph 8 (a) below) it is 
unlikely that many steamers will carry more than 1,000 pilgrims, it is necessary to give 
effect to the Convention in this respect. This requirement will be entered in the Bill. 
The qualifications which these medical officers must possess will be set forth in the rules, 


(viii) Abandonment of the call at Aden on the journey from the Red Sea to India. 


_ The Government of India, with the acquiescence of the Government of Bombay, have 
decided that the present compulsory call at Aden on the return journey to India is unnecessary 
and inconvenient in many cases. The Bill which is about to be introduced will contain the

# (a) Latrines. 


“Phe Governmenit/of India will take this opportunity to raise the number of seats from 
the rate of two'to that of four for every hundred pilgrims, in accordance with the recom= 
mendation of the Committee which enquired into the working of the Native Passenger Ships 
Act in 1490. Provision will also be made for a staff of sweepers at the rate of two for every 
hundred pilgrims. Further provisions will be added for the better cleansing and disinfecting 
of the latrines. 


(e) Pilgrims’ luggage. 


The Convention provides ‘that prilgrims’ heavy luggage must be registered, numbered 
and deposited in the hold, and that pilgrims are to be allowed to keep with them only such 
articles as are absolutely necessary (not to exceed a maund in weight for each pilgrim). 
A rule will- be framed to carry this provision into effect. 


(f) Daily medical inspection on board. 


One of the terms of the Convention requires that when there are cases. of cholera in 
port, pilgrims shall not be embarked until after they have been collected and subjected for 
five days to an observation which will.admit of an assurance that none of them are affected 
with cholera. It was, however, agreed, on the representation of the British delegates, that 
this observation could be practised on board ship between the time of departure from India 
and the call at Aden, A rule will be framed to provide for this. 


(g). Second medical inspection before departure from India. 


A reference was made to the Local Governments on a suggestion put forward by Her 
Majesty’s Secretary of S:ate as to the desirability of adding a second modical inspection of 
pilgrims on board just before a steamer weighs anchor. The Governor-General in Council 
proposes to make a rule to the effect that in cases where a pilgrim ship may be detained in 
arbour for more than 48 hours after the embarkation of the pilgrims, and there:is reason 
to suspect that small-pox, cholera, yellow fever or plague may have attacked some of the 
pilgrims; a second medical inspection shall be made by a competent medical officer. 

4, The reservations made by Her Majesty’s Goverament from the terms of the 
Gonyention were, as noticed above, 47g) three points. One of these as regards space has 
already been mentioned in paragraph 3 (a) supra. The second reservation was regarding 
arrangements in the Persian Gulf, and does not call for notice here. The third was as toa 
provision of the Convention requiring that all pilgrims must have ample funds: in their 
possession before they are allowed to embark, The British Government, acting on the 
proviously declared views of the Government of India, who have always desired to facilitate 
the pilgrimage to the Hedjaz as much as possible, felt that this restriction upon the religious 
liberty of Mahammadan subjects of Her Majesty was not justifiable, and declined to accede 
to it. 

5. It will be observed that the changes in the regulation of the pilgrim traffic between 
India and Arabia which are necessitated by the Paris Convention made between the chief 
European Powers have for their object the amelioration of the conditions under which 
Muhammadans perform their journey to and from the Hedjaz. “At the same time it is fully , 
recognized both by Her Majesty’s Government and by the Government of India that some 
of these changes, especially that as regards space, will add very materially to the cost.of the 
sea voyage. The Governor-General in Council is therefore glad to be able to intimate that 
the British Government have undertaken to lose no opportunity of pressing upon the, 
Parkish Government-~and, if requested, they will lend skilled officers to assist His Majesty 
the Sultan’s Government in falfilling—tbe duty of remedying the condition of affairs at 
Oamaran in the manner indicated by the Paris Convention, and of improving the sanitary 
administration at Jeddah and Mecca in the way proposed by the Sanitary Council of Con- 
stantinople and the able officers who have from time to time reported to the Porte on the 
requirements of the situation. The Governor-General in Council also wishes to assure the 
“Muhammadan community tbat he is most anxious, whilst taking measures to bring about 
improvements in the conditions of both the sea and the land journeys to Mecca, to impose 
no additional expense of an aunecessary nature, and he is also not without hope that it 
may be found possible to induce the Turkish Government to lessen the time for which 
Tad an ‘are placed ‘in quarantine at Oamaran, and thereby to reduce the sanitary 
‘taxes whi ‘will have'to be recovered from pilgrims, aud also to exentpt really needy pilgrims 
from payment of these dues.

No. 3034.—In exercise of the power conferred by Act I of 1870, the following Rules 
' for quarantine against cholera have been made by the Government of Bombay, with the 
sanction of the Governor-General in Council: they have effect from the 15th instaut 
in the Ports of Aden, Perim and the Somali Coast as a temporary measure :— 

T.—The Commander of every vessel, including buggalows or other native craft, 
arriving from Arabian Ports of the Red Sea shall, before entering the 
harbour, indicate by signal the port from which such vessel has come. 

II.—Such Communder shall not, except as hereinafter provided, allow any communi- 
- cation, either with the pilot boat, except orally, or with the shore, or with 
any other vessel or boat in the harbour. 

ILI.—Immediately on arrival the*Oommander shall cause the letter R of the Com- 
mercial Signal Code to be hoisted, and shall keep the said flag flying during 
his stay in port or until authorized by the Health Officer to haul it down. 
If communication with the shore is not desired, the vessel shall anchor at 
such place as may be pointed out by the Port authorities, having regard to 
the season of the year. If communication with the shore is desired, the 
Health Officer shall go alongside the vessel, and, after all necessary 
enquiries, shall direct the Commander to take the vessel to the quarantine 
anchorage duly appointed and notified in that bebalf by the Resident, there 
to remain for a period of seven days from the date of arrival, or for the 
shorter period prescribed in Rule IV, and undergo disinfection, which should 
apply as well to crew, passengers, effects, and susceptible goods. 

— IV.—If the Health Officer of the Port has sufficient evidence that no cases of a 
suspicious nature have taken place on board during the voyage, and if the

I nave the honour to submit my. annual report on the working of the 
Indian Factories Act in Bengal for the year ending December 1894, 
, I am glad to be able to report that the provisions of the Act have on 
the whole been well observed throughout the year. There are at present on 
the register of factories 14 in the town of Calcutta, 60 in 24-Parganas, 
31 ia’ the Howrah district, 6 in Hooghly, and 19 scattered over the otber 
districts of Bengal. Excluding jute presses at Narayanganj; of which there 
- are 34, the majority of these presses are hand boomer presses, but I notice 
ouy are gradually being replaced by hydraulic boomer ones. They work on 
and off for a season extending a Jittle over six months. Besides these, there 
are a number temporarily erected in Northern Bengal and Assam which I have 
not inspected, as it wou id necessitate continual travelling to no useful purpose ; 
in fact, these presses might well be included in the category of tea and indigo 
plantations referred to in section 2 of the Act.

2. Improvement is noticeable in the latrines each year, Many that were 
a originally constructed in a temporary manner of 
; old material have been replaced by new well-built 
brick ones with cemented floors, or built of corrugated iron, known as Horbury’s 
patent. There is still room for improvement, and a number of mills require 
additional accommodation to keep pace with the mill extensions and extra hands 
now employed. It is satisfactory for me to be able to report the improvements 
that have taken place in the conservancy arrangements at the East Indian 
Railway shops. at oar barging night I had occasion to call attention to the 


limited space allotted for ing night-soil and its vicinity to the shops. The 
Locomotive Superintendent now completed a small tram line to convey the 
night-soil to a suitable locality, well removed from the neighbourhood of the 
shops, and has received an offer from a native of Rs, 40 a bigha for every 
bigha that is mavured, This is the first instance that has come to my notice 
of a native appreciating the value of this manure as a fertilising agent, and I 
hope to. see other factories follow in the same lines. ‘The time, I think, is not 
far distant when every manager (outside municipal limits) will see that proper 
use is made of night-soil on ground trenched for cultivation, instead of burying 
it as is at present donein some instances I can call to mind. I presume muni- 
ipalities -take advantage of the trenching system for tho disposal of night-soil. 
‘hether this is the case in every instance I am unable to say.

Tha ‘some conversation bis 
the Inspector of Humidity in Manchester during the summer of -1893, and 
he corroborated the opinion given in Mr. Wallace’s “ Sanitation in India” 
regarding the use of artificial moisture in mills, which I quote below :-—“ By 
a fortunate coincidence the best conditions for cotton spinning are also 
favourable to the heulth of the operatives, but the moistening of the air should 
not be permitted or attempted without an adequate provision for the annoy 
of fresh air to carry off the vapours as soon as it becoaties too hot. 
well known that the dry air causes the yarn to break at the spinning frames, 
and is detrimental tothe fibre in the process of carding. For this reason 
the windows are closed, but managers will frequently inform Inspectors that 
the natives prefer them shut, and when left open they (the natives) will imme- 
diately shut them directly F amd back is turned. This is true, but not because 
they prefer a close humid atmosphere to work in in preference to fresh air, 
but because the open windows cause additional labour in piecing the yarn, and 
among | less wages as they are paid on the gross outturn, I, however, generally 
nd a suitable number of windows open in the mills, which afford good lateral 
ventilation, but this has not always been the case, and I think mill managers 
would study their own interest if they’placed sir propellers in the carding and 
spinning rooms, and thus ensure a constant gradual change of air, 

It is interesting to note how inapplicable are the rules laid down to regu- 
late the temperature in home mills when ae to this country. In the Cotton 
Cloth Factories Act of 1889 any one exceeding a humidity of over 78 per cent. 
when the dry bulb thermometer registered over 80° would be fined, but in 
Bengal the mills have frequently to work with a coo equal to saturation, 
the same humidity being registered by the Meteorological Society in the open. 
Such an excess of humidity in the home mills raised artificially with steam 
would be extremely harmful to the operatives, but the conditions here are very 
different. In Bengal the variations between the temperatures of the inside and 
outside of a mill are slight, and would seldom exceed 10° Fahrenheit. 

8. A certain amount of sickness has occurred amongst the operatives in 
certain districts during the rainy season; but I am 
not aware whether the death-rate is above the 
average, The medical officers of the various districts will doubtless supply 
information on this point, I have already alluded to the unhealthy conditions 
under which so many of the native workers live, and I en. § here only

Ifhave always regarded the employment of such as creditable to the managers — 
concerned, for it is evident they can be of little service except in so aoe 
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relieving others during the.interval, or when younger members of the family. 
are sick, This renders it possible for them to live with the family, and avoid’ 
becoming a burden on them, being able to contribute the little they éarn 
towards the keep of the house. So long as the mill engine is constantly 
kept working from morning till evening, the number of women and children— 
I might almost add adults—employed is a matter of secondary consideration, 
but this is nécessary if all the machines are to work, as so many daily absent 
themselves from Indian mills. 
6. During the year there were 10 fatal accidents and 127 accidents 
Pal ew reported as serious and 206 as slight. Taking the 
: total number of persons employed from last year’s 
return, viz. 189,973, or, say, 140,000, represent an average of I in 400 
injured, or ‘245 per cent.. I have no statistics showing the number of accidents 
that occur during the year in English factories; consequently am unable to 
thake any comparison, or to state if this percentage is small. My impression is 
it would compare favourably with any other country. Regarding the fatal 
accidents mentioned above, three were caused from adjusting belts when the 
machinery was in motion (a large number of accidents occur annually in home 
mills from this cause, and no satisfactory means has yet been devised to prevent 
them), two men were crushed while shunting wagons on the factory sidings, 
one man was killed by falling down the hold of a ship docking in the Rivers 
Steam Navigation Company’s dockyard, another lost his life by a bale of 
aper falling from the ating on him when loading in a boat, and one was killed 
ty falling on the doffer roller of a jute-carding machine while he was engaged 
in cleaning it. Some serious accidents were noticeable amongst those reported, 
but on the other hand a number of slight accidents reported can hardly be 
considered accideuts. Many of them consist of slight bruises, cuts, and falls. 
During the month of September I issued a circular letter to all managers 
of mills ant workshops of both provinces, pointing out the serious accidents that 
had occurred from adjusting belts while the machinery was in motion; for 
I considered it desirable that those in sg machinery should be made aware 
of the danger of allowing men to replace belts that are not specially trained for 
the work. I also suggested a larger use of belt: hangers, &c. A few accidents 
of serious nature occur annually to those working the jute-softening machine, 
Under these circumstances, I think it should be made compulsory to fix a self- 
travelling cloth at the delivery end of these machines, to avoid the necessity of 
taking the jute direct from the rollers. This arrangement has been fixed in a few 
mills. with satisfactory results, and is preferable to inserting two smooth rollers 
(oceasionally done), as they. are.apt to cause the jute to become jammed. The 
managers are, with few exceptions, most willing to adopt any device that will 
reduce. accident if practicable, and [ find the machinery generally better pro- 
tected than will be found in English mills. 
7. Some excellent work has ngpa ger by the Civil Surgeons in sanitary 
reals matters, also in bringing about a better supply of 
Work of the Certifying Surgeon. Vator, and their epiortioet inspection of children in 
the mill has a tendency to keep out small children which would otherwise creep 
in. I notice in some instances that warning is sent by the Civil Surgeon, 
intimating the date of his intended visit. I think for various reasons it would 
be preferable not.to send any advice, as a more accurate knowledge of the mill 
inne would then be gained. I should be glad if the Medical Inspectors 
would especially note the-conditions of the atmosphere in cotton mills during 
the dry weather, as the windows at that time will be found generally closed, 
and ventilation insufficient. 
8. A few serious fires have taken place during the year in both jute press 
Bins godowns and jute mill godowns. I think it strange 
’ ; that mill owners and Life Insurance Companies 
do not make use of such means as are well known to be effective in preventing 
fires, knowing: how difficult, it is to extinguish jute when it once catches fire. 
A, steam pipe carried into each godown, with outside means of closing the 
ventilators, would in time-of fire at least enable every available engine to 
proceed to the mill before any appreciable damage would be done. 
In concluding I must thank the Magistrates for the help they have rendered 
me by enforcing orders that have occasionally beea neglected. Slight errors

I am directed to submit the Report on the wen ae the Indian Factories — 
Act, XV of 1881, as amended by Act XI of 1891, in Bengal during the year 
1894, The prescribed statements, Forms I and II, are appended. The only 
change in the rules which took place during the year was a change in: Form 
(the form in which rewarks of Inspecting Officers are recorded) and of bg 
instructions relating thereto. A copy of the notification of 5th February 1895, ' 
containing the latest revision of the instructions, is appended to this report. ; 

A jute mill, called the Imperial Jute Mill, was opened in December 1894 
at iedaipars in Chandernagore, but being in French territory, does not come 
under the operation of the Factory Act. Mr. Walsh, the Special re ie 
remarks on this that similar extensions are likely to be widely made, as French 
territory will afford them the opportunity of bie | the mill without the 
annoyance of possible further interference from England in factory matters. 

2. Number of factories and the system of work.—There were 158 factories 
under the operation of the Act in Bengal at the commencement of the year, 
Twelve were brought under the Act during the year, namely, one cotton’ mill 
and one jute press in Howrah; one jute press in Jalpaiguri ; seven jute presses’ 
in Dacea; one bone-crushing mill and one match factory in the 24-Parganas. 
Eight factories were closed or,excluded from the operation of the Act. The. 
match factory was closed before the end of the year, as were also four jute 
” ‘The Ohitpur Hydraulic Press, presses in Dacca; and the three jute presses named 

The Howrah Hydraulic Press. in the margin were exempted either because the’ 
Ohitpur Canal Press, number of hands working in them had fallen below 
50, or because they had been worked for less than four months in the year. 
Thus the year closed with 162 factories on the list. A majority of the jute mills 
worked for only five days a week, from Ist April till the end of June, owing 
to the scarcity of jute and the high prices prevailing; but the jute crop of 1894, 
which was the largest crop on record, has since kept all mills working full time. ' 
In 71 factories work was carried on by shifts or sets, and in 75 y midday 
stoppages, while the remainder worked otherwise. The number of’ factories 
exempted from the rule requiring a Sunday or weekly holiday was 61, against 
57 in the previous year. The four additional factories werd jute presses—1 in’ 
Calcutta and 3 in Dacca. 
The Hastings Jute Mill at Serampore commenced, in March 189 4, a system

light, A question was asked in the House of Commons in regard to this system 
of work, and at the request of the Secretary of State for India, the Government 
of India called for a report on the facts.

the mill-owners to acquire lands for the purpose of building, and allowing them to fill up cess= 
pools, and generally to improve the sanitary condition of these mill surroundings.” 

The owners of factories are under no legal obligation to attend to the sani- 
tary wants of their employés when outside the limits of the factory; this duty 
devolves on the municipality, if any such exists. At the same time His Honour 

.is persuaded that factory “owners would find any money spent in this manner to 
be well laid out, owing to the improvement that would result in the health, con- 
tentment and regularity of attendance of their workmen. 

The insanitary condition of the basis inhabited by the employés of the 
factories at .Garden Reach was referred to in aragraph 6 of the report for 
1893, The main evils in this case (for the rem ying of which the Municipal 
Administration is responsible) are (1) the overcrowding of the houses, (2) want 
of proper drainage, (3) want of good water-supply, and (4) want of an efficient 
system of conservancy. The Chairman of the Manicipality has been directed 
to take immediate steps to initiate the necessary measures for removing these 
complaints.

7. Vaccination of operatives.—In paragraph 11 of the report for the year 


1892, it was stated that the question of insisting on the vaccination of factory 
employés would be separately considered. Most of the factories in the province 
are situated within municipal limits in which the Bengal Vaccination, Act, 1880, 
was in force. The operatives therefore in these factories, equally with other 
residents of the town, were bound to be vaccinated, und no further action has 
been taken than to call upon all Civil Surgeons as Superintendents of Vaccina- 
tion to,see that the law was carried out. As to the few factories situated out- 
side municipal limits, the Lieutenant-Governor considered but finally rejected 
the proposal to apply the Vaccination Act to them specially, by treating 
_ them as ‘local areas’ within the meaning of section 1 of the Act. It was 
_ thought that the object in view would be gained by the voluntary co-operation 
_ of the managers and owners of factories with the Vaccination Department, and 
_ the Sanitary Commissioner was requested to take steps to secure this with the 
__ assistance of the Special Inspector of Fastorios .

* 9, Latrines.—There have been marked improvements in the latrines during 
the year. Many that were originally constructed in a Her pares manner of old 
materials have been replaced by new structures built of brie with cemented 
floors or of corrugated iron. In the factories where both male and female opera- 
tives are employed, separate latrine accommodation is provided for each sex. 
Good flushing arrangements and constant use of disinfectants have been 
insisted on, and the number of sweepers where found inadequate, has been 
increased. Geverally it may be said that improvements proposed by inspecting 
officers have been readily complied with. 

10. Number of operatives.—'The total number of operatives employed in the 
various factories was 129,729, against 139,973 reported in the previous year, but 
the real number should haye been 126,0)2. The error in the figures for 1893 
occurred in regard to the Alipore Jail Jute Mill, the average number of men 
employed in that. year having been reported to be 14,201, instead of 240. 
The number of male adults was 101,631 against 98,511, female adults 18,206 

inst 17,607, boys 9,053 against 9,196, and girls 839 against 701. The Dacca 
return has fallen from 5,973 to 4,047, in consequence of a change introduced by 
the Magistrate of Dacca, who has left out a large number of coolies who were 
i dics on such incidental processes as collection, storage and shipment of 
jute, considering that they are not in any way connected with the factory, and 
should not be counted. The Lieutenant-Governor considers that Magistrate is 
correct, and directs that. this system shall be invariably followed in future in 
counting the number of factory hands. 

11. General health of the operatives.—The general health of the operatives 
employed in the factories in Dacca, Patna, Rajshahi, and Orissa Divisions was 
good-during the year, no epidemic of any kind having occurred. In the Rani- 
ganj Paper Mill in Burdwan, cholera and influenza broke out in a most malig- 
nant form, resulting fatally in several cases. Some deaths from cholera also ~ 
occurred among the employés cf the Iron and Steel’ Works of that subdivision. 
In some factories in the district of Hooghly, cholera made its appearence, though 
the mortality was not heavy. The mill hands in some places in the 24- Parganas, 
suffered from malarious fever, and there were also some sporadic cases, of 
cholera ; but-these illnesses occurred among operatives living outside the factony 

; — in their own daséis, and were not due to the insanitary condition of the 
actories themselves. Small-pox was prevalent in this district’ during the year. 
but very few cases of the disease occurred among the factory hands, — Tee 
i Le md and general conditions of the operatives. — ere was no material 
alteration in the rates of wages paid to the different classes of operatives in 
ae year ea report as compared with the previous year.

18, Employment of women.—There are no special remarks to be made regard- 
ing the Sr er of women beyond what was stated in the last re ort. 
The law and rules are generally observed, and as a rale light work is given 
to them. In the Jobra Workshop, in Cuttack, the women are employed in 
carrying water, removing rubbish, and Sweeping the shops, In the jute 
factories in Dacca they are employed in cleaning and sorting jute and rope 
making. The old women are engaged in feeding the carding and jute-softening 
machine. Regarding the employment of old women, the Special Inspector of 
Factories writes:— ‘ 

**T have always re the employment of such as creditable to the eS 00: ed 
for it is eviden oe the cae be of li ie except in so far as relioving others d ring tha 
intervals, or when younger members of the family are sick. This renders it possible for them 
to live with the family and avoid becoming a burden on them, being able to contribute the

14, Employment and ages of children,—In Dacca no certificate of a © appears 
to have been applied for or granted during the year. The ly ass of 
misfeasance contained in the reports regarding the employment of children is 
that of the Bengal Cotton Mills in the district of the 24-Parganas, where 261 
male and 25 female children are employed. The Commissioner writers:—“ The 
manager of this mill has often been found to disregard orders and to employ 
cliildren in his factory under the age of nine years.” A special enquiry has 
‘been ordered into this case. With this exception, it is said that in the 24- 
Parganas the ages of all were duly certified. Dr. R. S. Ashe, the Civil 
Medical Officer of Serampore, makes the following remarks regarding the certi- 
ficates of age.of children employed in the factories within his jurisdiction :— 

“During the year at each inspection as many of the children as Were on the premises, an 
who were admitted since last heen were pety it and all children of doubtfal fom 
ordered to be examined and certified for further service. It was the one wa: of dealin 
with the question of age on the refusal of the manager to get their juveline workers certified 
en masse. Still under their system it was found impracticable to examine every new child;

examination, and there was no ing but the age entered in the book kept in the Form F, 
which was uncorroborated by any examination, to show that the child was not under 
Tam therefore-very strongly im: with the experience of the year’s working of the 
Aot as regards children that there would be no possibility of any child under age being taken 
in by mistake (for I do not think for a moment that the managers would deliberately con- 
travene the Act) if each child before obtaining service were to produce a certificate of 
from the Certifying Surgeon, or, if this be found inconvenient, be made to obtain one within 
a week of his being taken into work.” ‘ 

Mr. Duke, the Magistrate of Hooghly, however, correctly observes that 
the managers cannot be compelled, under’ the law, to have children certified. 
They run the risk of prosecution if they are found employing children below 
nine years who have not been certified; but the law does not probibit them from 
relying on their own judgment as to the age of the children if they choose to 
run that risk. They are, however, bound, under rule 21, to ‘bring before an 
Inspector, on the occasion of an inspection, all children employed in the 
factory.” Civil Surgeons should insist on having all the children mustered 
before them, and they will be instructed to this effect. . 

5. Fencing of machinery.—All the dangerous parts of the machinery were 
properly fenced, and wherever any defects were noticed during the inspéctions,. 
they w:re properly attended to. 

16, Aecitlends.—The total number of accidents reported during the year 
was 417, against 431 and 338 in the two preceding om respectively. 
Of these 19 were fatal (against 11 in the previous year’, 193 were of a serious 
nature, and 205 were slight, consisting of bruises, cuts, and falls. There was

In is ordered that the following Rules be read and passed as Rules of the High Court of 
Judicature at Fort William in Bengal, to take effect from the 12th day of August 1895 :-— 

1, From and after the 12th day of August 1895, three General Cause Lists shall be 
kept in the Registrar's Office, to be called respectively “General List of Causes,” “ General 
List of Suits for Liquidated Claims,” and ‘ General List of Commercial Causes.” 

9, Every suit which is a commercial cause, that is to say, in which the claim arises 
out of the ordinary transactions of merchants and traders—amongst others, those relating 
to the construction of mercantile documents, exports or imports of merchandise, i 
ment, insurance, banking and mercantile agency and mercantile usage—shall be entered 
in the General List of Commercial Causes. 

3. On and after the 12th day of August 1895, when a plaint is presented, the Jud 
shall, on the application to that effect of the plaintiff, unless he be of opinion, on reading the 
plaint, that the suit does not properly belong to the dass of commercial causes, as described 
in rule 2, direct that the suit shall be placed in the General List of Commercial Causes. 
When no such application is made, it shall be for the Judge, when a plaint is presented, to 
determine whether the case shall as a commercial cause be placed in euch list. 

4. Kither party may apply, by summons, to the Judge in Chambers that any case 
entered in the General List of Causes, whether before on after the 12th day of togent 
1895, may be transferred to the General List of Commercial Causes, 

5. Hither party may apply, by summons, to the Judge in Chambers, that any case

Wiru reference to your No. 32458., dated 10th August, forwarding copy. 
of the Sanitary Drainage Bill, &c., for favour of opinion, I have the honour to. 
state that, having carefully gone through the ‘Bill and considered all the 
criticisms on it and on His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor’s speech at Dacca, 

explaining its objects and reasons, I haye come to, the following conclusions. 

That the Bill itself being of a purely technical nature, it is, beyond, my 
province or capacity to criticise it, the more so as it does. not itself contain any 
medical facts or arguments with which I could deal. : P 

3. These facts'and arguments are contained in His Honour’s speech and 
in the criticisms on the speech and on the reasons which are ws pi to justify 
or to condemn the Bill, and it is on these that I understand my opinion is 
required. They involve the whole question as to, the causation of so-called 
ea fevers, and call for an explanation of various differences or supposed 
differences of medical opinion on that subject. : : 

4. Briefly put, the chief arguments in fayour of the Bill are that malarious 
fovers are as a matter of fact notoriously prevalent and unusually” fatal in 
marshy and water-logged tracts, where defective or obstructed drainage is met 
with ; that in certain districts of Bengal where these conditions obtain they are 
so prevalent and fatal as to counteract the natural growth of population, an 
that the most, or indeed the only, effective remedy for such tracts is drainage. 

5. It is maintained on the other hand that the cause of malaria is not 
obstruction to drainage, but proverty ;—and numerous medical opinions -are 
cited in proof of this;—that such obstructions as exist are mainly) due to rail- 
ways and roads; that the Act isunnecessary, because such drainage as is required 

‘should be provided for by District Boards from the Road Cess Fund; that the 

eople are too poor to pay for costly projects the utility of which is doubt- 

hat; and that what money is available should be applied to the more important 
object of an improved water-supply. 

. Tho main contention is, however, the first, viz., that malarial fever is 
not duo to obstructed drainage, but to ark and much is made in many of 
the Indian newspapers of the supposed differences of opinion among medi 
men on this point. So far as I can see, however, there is no such difference of 
opinion, and the views held by the supporters and opponents of the Bill are 
perfectly compatible with each other, so far as the causes of malaria are
